Troy University to 
freeze tuition for 
academic year 


On May 10, the Troy Uni- 
versity Board of Trustees ap- 
proved a proposal that will 
keep the current tuition in 
place for the 2019-2020 aca- 
demic year, 

The current undergraduate 
tuition of $325 per credit 
hour, graduate tuition of $425 
per credit hour and general 
university fee of $42 per 
credit hour will remain the 
same for in-state students in 
the coming academic year. 
Tuition for out-of-state stu- 
dents and TROY Online will 
also remain the same. 

“This tuition freeze was 
made possible by the in- 
crease in our state appropria- 
tion recommended by the 
Alabama Commission on 
Higher Education and by the 
Governor and we look for- 
ward to its passage by the 
legislature,” said Dr. Jack 
Hawkins, Jr., Chancellor. 
“We are grateful to the Ala- 
bama Commission on Higher 
Education, Gov. Kay Ivey 
and the legislature for ad- 
dressing the funding gap be- 
tween TROY and its peer 
institutions.” 

Troy University is expect- 
ing an increase of $4.2 mil- 
lion in state funding for the 
2020 fiscal year, meaning the 
appropriation from the State 
of Alabama will total 24 per- 
cent of its operating budget. 

“Troy University remains 
dedicated to good steward- 
ship of our resources and ex- 
ercising sound financial 
management,” Dr, Hawkins 
said.

This week Elba City Schools graduated the Class of 
2019. It has been 18 years since I graduated from high 
school. My most vivid memory of my graduation was 
neither a speech nor turning my tassel, my most potent 
memory was what happened after graduation. 

It was 2001 and no one in my family had a cell phone ex- 
cept for my grandfather. After the ceremony at The Von 
Braun Center in Downtown Huntsville, my family quickly 
went to our cars to head to a seafood restaurant to celebrate 
the occasion. We had a table for eleven. We all sat down. 
After a few minutes I began to look around. Who was mis- 


sing? Dad? “Where is Dad?” 


We all looked at each other and looked side to side and 
accuseed each other “I thought he was with you!” Dad had 
not ridden with anyone. My older brother ran out the door 


saying he’d go look for Dad. 


After a little while of driving around the vicinity of the 
arena, my brother found the last person remaining at the 
ceremony, Dad. He was slowly walking down the sidewalk 
waiting for someone to miss him....waiting for us to come 


get him. 


We waited to order until my father and brother were back. 
My dad never emoted anger. He never blamed anyone. He 
sat down with us like it hadn’t happened....but the rest of 
us knew. We knew that we left in a hurry just making sure 
that we each had a ride, not thinking of the other. 

I think we often go about in life like that, not thinking 
about each other. I’ve been thinking about the interconnect- 
edness of people and communities lately. 

We are not our own. We belong to each other. It’ § not 
about #1.
